Sliidcnts  "Vlctliiis" 

More  than  fifty  Loyola  studonia 
acted  as  casualties,  their  injuries 
ranging  from  broken  legs  to  broken 
necks.  The  First  Aiders  handled 
case  after  case  wltli  dispatch,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Pierce  Smith.

But  as  long  as  they 
keep  their  backs  straight  and  their  heads  high, 
they  will  achieve  the  stieces-s  tliey  aimed  at. 
They  will  never  admit  ilefoat  and  hence  they 
shall  uever  be  defeated. 

But  then  there  was  anollier  group.  They 
took  the  test.  Why?  They  were  not  (piite 
lertain.  They  felt  that  come  what  may  they 
I would  go  in  as  Buck  Privates  or  as  Appivii- 
l tice  Seamen,  so  what  is  the  use  of  'knockiug 
j themselves  out'  over  any  examination.  Those 
j men  wen*  beaten  before  they  started  and  in 
\ all  i»pv>l)ahiiity  they  will  come  out  of  the  .-Vrmy 
and  N'avy  not  more  than  a r.ink  higher  than 
' they  went  in.  They  were  beaten  before  they 
I started  because  they  did  not  have  the  cmiragi', 
the  foresight,  the  determination,  to  facx;  a prob- 
lem squarely,  analyse  it  and  meet  it  accordiug- 
■ ly.  And  it  does  not  end  here.  They  use  the  same 
; approach  on  studies,  tests,  everything  they  do. 
i They  will  go  through  life  dodging  issue  after 
j issue.  They  are  ilrfratisti*.  They  are  the  vic- 
1 lims  of  the  most  dangerous  fifth  column  any 
' country  faces  in  war  or  iu  peace — defcatinm.
